The proposed amendment to the 
Michigan constitution which would

fore the voters. 

The court decided, five to three, 
that it had no authority to pass upon 
the constitutionality of the amend- 
ment before it had been’ enacted, and, 
since other requirements had been 
complied with, it was ordered placed 
upon the ballots.

Scene on the isiand of Taboga, Where the Department of Panama Held Ite 
Recent Convention. 


Sixteen years ago when President 
Rooseyelt called on the men of Amer- 
fea to enlist in the great adventure of 
cutting a waterway from ocean to 
ocean through the Isthmus of Panama 
that the strength of the American 
fleet might not be divided by a voyage 
of weeks from the east to the west 
coast there were thousands of volun- 
teers who answered his call. To Pan- 
ama they went and built the ‘great 
canal, fighting all the time against per- 
petual heat, almost. perpetual rain, 
fevers and all the pests of the tropics. 

Many of them gave up the struggle 
and returned home but others stayed 
until the great dream came true. And 
they are there yet in that far-flung 
outpost of America by the locks that 
are lapped by the waters of two 
oceans. 

Again in April, 1917, came a call to 
duty—a summons to war—and that 
cali! was not unheard at the cana). 
One by one men and women dropped 
out of the shops and offices and 
donned the army khaki and the navy 
blue or the modest erp and cape of 
the army nurse corps until on Novem- 
ber 11, 1918, the day of the armistice,

Recent Discoveries Establish its Site 
at a Point on the St. Croix 
River, Eastport, Me.

CAIRO: ANCIENT CAPITAL 
ATTAINS NEW POLITI- 
CAL IMPORTANCE 


Egypt's cupital attains new political 
importance as the administration seat 
of the more liberal home rue granted 
the ancient empire by Great Britain. 

Cairo, “Queen of the Nile Valley,” 
the “Paris of the Levant,” or “the dia- 
mond stud on the handle of the fan 
of the Delia,” us your imagination pre- 
fers, has about the population of Bos- 
fon, a record of disorders Uiat makes 
Dolshevisin a nouveuu-anarchy, and a 
Picturesqueness all its own. 

From the citadet ramparts the visit- 
or receives the best introduction to 
Cairo, that unforgettable view—the an- 
cient city at his feet, a vast panorama 
ot houses and palaces and hovels, 
flecked with cupolas, minarets and tow- 
ers; the itsland-dotted river and the 
verdant Nile valley ever widening to- 
ward the north, yellow cliffs to the 
east, and beyond them the desert. The 
sea of sand suggests {ilfmitable space 
until the faint outlines of the pyramids 
against the horizon turn one's thoughts 
from space to time. 

Descend to the streets of Cairo and 
encounter bediam. “City of the Ara- 
bian Nights,” perhaps, but certainly 
the days loose a thousand and one 
noises. There are the rattle of carts, 
cries of the water bearers, moaning of 
camels, braying of donkeys, whirring 
of taxicabs, jangling of colns tn the 
open bazaars, continual shouts from 
pilots of this traftic medley, such as 
“thy foot, sir’ or “to thy left, Oh 
chief,” all in the native tongue, of 
course. 

Gorgeous colors of every hue and 
shade assail the eye—s post-impres- 
sionistic ‘fanfare of prehistorie color 
schemes. The poorer the Egyptian 
the more ragged; the more rags the 
more colors. Then again the Arahs 
denote their families and dynasties by 
turhans of distinctive colors. To tell 
a prophet's scion from a priest of to- 
day, or one dervish order from an- 
other, or any of the countless dynam 
ties and Sects apart, requires a study 
of turban lore as complicated as the 
numerous insignia worn by American 
soldiers returned from France. 

The richer women, attended by serv- 
ants, may be seen in carriages, faces 
veiled to thelr eyes. eye lashes and 
lids, fingers and exposed toes darkened 
with henna, and bedecked with ear- 
rings, anklets, beads and bracelets. 
Poorer women go nfoot. also veiled. 
garhed in plain rohes highly sugyes- 
tive of “Mother Hubbards.” 

In the street crowds, too, are the 
beggars whose baboons serve the pur- 
pose of the monkeys of our organ 
grinders; snake charmers, vendors of 
the ubiguitous searubs and tiny graven 
imayes, and the Berberine bead boys.

ST. PAUL’S: A CHURCH 
WITH A STORY 

Since post-war building needs a)- 
ready have robbed London of many 
historic churches and threaten the ex- 
tstence of others, those that remain 
will be enhanced in historic value. One 
of those which will stand, barring 
some natural calamity, is St. Paul's ea- 
thedral, This famous church, like the 
English constitution, represents a 
growth of centuries rather than a defi- 
nite period of construction.

And 
England's esteem for the historic edi- 
fice was shown by the continuation of 
restoration work throughout the war 
despite the interruption to practically 
al) other building.

to commemorate the

St. Paul's is the largest Protestant 
church {n the worid. [ts dome {is one 
of the most beautiful. The church 
embodies architectural fdeas of many 
periods, because it is net the product 
of & fenerntio or even ao century. 
True, Sir Christopher Wren is credited 
with the structure: as it stands to- 
day, but be embodied many features 
of the famous “Old St. Paul's.” razed 
in the grent London fire of 1666. Wren 
did not wish the restoration to be after 
the “Gothick Rudeness of the old De 
sign.” But he was compelled to mad- 
ify his own plans to 4 considerable 
extent. Said he. of the balustrade 
added over his veto: “Ladies think 
nothing well without and edging.”

KIEV: THE MART AND THE |. 


SHRINE OF RUSSIA 


Kiev, which becume no battle center 
once more during the Pole-Bolshevik 
fighting, already has changed hands 
ten times in three years with its oc- 
cupation by the Poles earlier this year. 

Mother of Russian cities, also the 
Jerusalem of Russia, Kiev did not Uve 
in the past, even before its recent ka- 
leidoscopic adventures, though it was 
sufficiently significant a thousand 
yeurs ago to give its name to a three- 
century period of Russian histery. 

Both the Wall street and the Ply- 
mouth Reck of Russia, each February 
round thousands of merchants crowd- 
ing {tts fuir to contract for merchan- 
dise and produce, especially beet sugar, 
and other scasons found hundreds of 
thousands of pilgrims thronging {ts 
unique shrine, the Convent of the 
Caves, 

Few cities offer such 1n aggiomera- 
tion of the old and the new. Kiev 
lies upon the muddy Dnieper. the Ohio 
river of Russia, formerly carrier of 
some $60,000,000 worth of freight an- 
nually for the 14,000,000 people within 
its hasin. Near its site Prince Viadl- 
mir herded his peopte, for wholesale 
baptism, after he had forsaken his pa- 
gan gods and thousand wives for 
Christianity. 

Russinus embraced the new religion 
with all the fervor with which they 
had offered human sacrifices to the 
ubandoned {dol, Perun. While Vladi- 
mir held political sway at Kiev there 
came a lowly monk, Anthony, who took 
up his abode ina cave. Other devout 
men followed his example. Archaeolo- 
gists since have recognized in these 
caves the homes of dwellers of the 
stene age. 

The caves constitute but one feature 
of the famous monastery which, with 
its streets of churches, cells, inns and 
schools, “is a small city in itself. 
Among the mummies that formerly lay 
in open coffins, enveloped in costly 
robes, was that of Nestor, the Russian 
Herodotus, whose chronicles are re- 
sponsible for the tradition that Kiev 
was founded by three brothers in the 
ninth century. i 

From the “Cave Town” quarter of 
the city one emerges suddenly into the 
Podol, or trading quarter, suggesting 
a New England factory city, with its 
mills and shops, for paper. machinery, 
tobacco, chemicals and hardware. Kiley 
not only was the chief seat of the Rus- 
sian beet sugar trade, but also dealt 
heavily in timber, live stock and grain. 
Its recent growth has been rapid, In 
1889 is had less than 200,000 peo- 
ple, and in 1921 more than 500,000. 

Oldest of the better known cities of 
Russia, Kiev gave Russia her first 
Christian church, first library, first 
Chrisiian school, and today !t boasts 
the oldest enthedral of the former em- 
pire, that of St. Sophia. Therein ts 
the sa-called “Virgin of the Unbreak- 
able Wall.”  Beeause the figure re- 
sisted the vandal frenzy of the Ta- 
(nurs when they smashed other price 
less treasures of the church. 

Kev is the seat of government of 
the new republic of Ukraine. It is 
24 miles southwest of Moscow and 
270 miles north of Odessa.

EARTHQUAKE PLAYED 
PING-PONG WITH 
MAN-OF-WAR 

Earthquakes play queer pranks, 

Recent seismic disturbances in Itaty 
have attracted renewed attentfon to 
this phenomenon, and reca)) an amaz- 
ing incident in the annals of the Amer- 
ican navy in which a United States 
inun-of-war was curried on the crest 
of yu tidal wave three miles up the 
coast, two miles inland, and set down, 
entirely unharmed, within a hundred 
feet of the Andes. 

This thrilling Incident is recounted 
in n communication to the National 
Geographic society by one of the par- 
ticipants, Rear Admiral L. G. Billings, 
U.S. N.. retired, as follows: 

“In 1868 I was attached to the U.S. 
S. Wateree, then on duty in the 
South Pacific—one of ao class of 
hoats built at the close of the Civil 
war to ascend the narrow, tortvous riv- 
ers of the South; she was termed 
n ‘double ender, baving a rudder at 
each end, and was quite flat-bottomed, 
a conformation which, white it did not 
add to her sea-going worthiness, en- 
abled her to carry a large battery and 
crew, and eventually saved our Hves 
In the catastrophe which was soon to 
cone upon us. 

“August, 1868, found us quietly at 
anchor off the pretty Peruvian town of 
Arica, whither we had towed the old 
United States storeship Fredonia to 
escape the ravages of yellow fever, 
then desolating Callao and Lima. 

“It was August 8 that the awful ca- 
Jamity came upon us, like a storm 
from a cloudless sky, overwhelming us 
ull {n one common ruin. 

“} was sitting in the cabin with our 
commanding officer, about 4 p. m. 
when we were startled by a violent 
trembling of the ship, simflar to the 
effect produced by letting go the 
anchor, Knowing it could not be that, 
we ran on deck. Looking shoreward, 
our attention was Instant arrested 
by a great cloud of dust rapidly ap- 
proaching from the southeast, while a 
terrible rumbling grew in intensity,

cloud passed on. 

“But our troubles then commenced. 
We were startled by a terrible noise 
onshore, as of a tremendous roar of 
musketry, lasting several minutes. 
Agalo the trembling earth waved to 
and fro, and this time the sea receded 
until the shipping was teft strandef. 
while as far tu seaward us our vision 
could rench, we saw the recky bottom 
of thé sea, never before exposed to hu- 
mun gaze, with struggling fish and 
monsters of the deep left high and 
dry. The round-bottomed ships keeled 
over on thetr beam ends, while the 
Wuateree rested easy on her foovr- 
like bottom; and when the returning 
sea, not like a wave, but rather an 
enormous tide, came sweeping back, 
rolling our unfortunate, companion 
ships over and over, leaving some bot- 
tom up and others masses of wreck- 
age, the Wateree rose easily over the 
tossing waters, unharmed. 

“From this moment the sea seemed 
to defy the laws of nature, Currents 
ran in contrary directions, and we 
were borne here and there with a speed 
we could not have equaled had we 
been steaming for our lives. At Irreg- 
ular {ntervals the earthquake shocks 
recurred, but none of them so violent 
or long cantinued as the first. 

“About’8 :80 p. m. the lookout hailed 
the deck and reported a breaker ap- 
proaching. Looking seaward, we saw, 
first, a thin Hne of phosphorescent 
light, which loomed higher and higher 
until ft seemed to touch the sky; Its 
crest, crowned with the death light of 
phosphorescent glow, showing the sul- 
len masses of water below. 

“With a crash our gallant ship was 
overwhelmed and buried deep beneath 
a semi-solid mass of sand and wa- 
ter. Fora breathless eternity we were 
submerged, groaning In every timber, 
the stanch old Wateree struggied again 
to the surface, with her gasping crew 
still clinging to the life-lines~—some 
few seriously wounded, bruised and 
battered; none killed; not one even 
missing, A miracle it seemed to us 
then, and as 1 look back through the 
years it seems doubly miraculous now. 

“The morning sun broke on @ scene 
of desolation seldom witnessed. We 
found ourselves high and dry in a little 
cove, or rather indentation, in the 
coast line. We had been carried some 
three miles up the coast and nearly 
two miles inland. The wave had car- 
ried us over the sand dunes bordering 
the ocean, across a valley and over the 
railroad track, leaving uS at the foot 
of the seacoast range of the Andes. On 
the nearly perpendicular frout of the 
mountain our navigator discovered the 
marks of the tidal wave, and, by meas- 
urements, found it to have been 47 feet 
high, not including the comb. Had the 
wave carried us 200 feet farther we 
would inevitably have been dashed to 
pieces against the mountainside.”

CHINA’S HOLY PLACES 


China's shrines, ineluding those in 
the much discussed Shantung, are de- 
scribed in the following communica- 
tion to the National Geographic society 
by Frederick McCormick: 

“Coleridge could not have selected 
a phrase more apt than ‘stately pleas- 
ure dome’ had he intended to cali at- 
tention to the best-known form in Chi- 
nese architecture. Like so much of 
the wrought beauty of China, such as 
Is sti} seen In parks and gardens, pa- 
godas are the work of the Buddhist 
church almost exclusively. 

“The most beautiful specimens are 
in the Yangtse yalley, where pagodas 
are most numerous. Every important 
Chinese and Manchurian city [s gar- 
tanded with them, From the walls of Pe- 
king a dozen pagodus and towers may 
be counted within the city, and with a 
good glass half a dozen famous ones 
may be seen rising from the surround- 
ing plain. 

“Pagodas range in height from 20 
to more chan 200 feet, and are of va- 
rious shapes—-ronnd, square, hexag- 
onal, octagonal, ete. They always have 
an odd number of stories, ranging usu- 
Ally from seven to nine, and some- 
tines possessing 11 and even 13. 

“The Chinese have appropriated the 
pageda as a.counterpoise to evs], and 
used it, subject to their rules of ge- 
ometry. 

“At the city of Tung, in the Peking 
plain, a region in past years visited 
by earthquakes, there is a prominent 
pagoda which at one time had more 
than 1,000 bronze bells suspended 
from its cornices, most of which are 
still in place. The people have this 
story as to its construction: A 
water fowl] lives underground at 
this place and when he shakes his tail 
it causes earthquakes. Geomancers to- 
cated the end of his tail, and the pa- 
goda was built on it to hold it down. 
At the same time this did not prevent 
the water few) from winking his eye; 
but, as his eyelids have not been. ac- 
eurately located, a second pagoda bas 
not yet been built. As @ result, trem- 
biings of the earth still ocenr. 

“The wonder inspired in the breast 
of the traveler who visits Cltina’s vist 
remains of abandoned capitals, exten- 
sive temples ranged tn success've 
courts and on terraces of mountains, 
its prgodas, p'al-lous. bridges, ond 
ennals, igs equaled by.the awe Inspired 
by the silent splendor of the tombs 
of China’s emperors, The tonihs af 
the kings of the ‘Six Kingdoms’ in 
Shantung, .though now only earthen 
pyramids terraced with fittle fields. 
have the air of the pyramids of Egypt.”

CALF ON MILK SUBSTITUTES 


Feeds Which Have Been Tried Have 
Given Only Small Degree of 
Satisfaction. 


The need for home-raised calves hug 
led to a search for a “willk substitute.” 
While the feeds which have been tried 
have given some degree of success, 
there has not yet been *found a com- 
plete or Satisfactory substliute for 
milk. It 18 doubtful if any articte or 
combination of articles that will com- 
pletely take the place of milk tn diet 
during the first two months of the 
calf's life can be found. There are a 
number of so-called imllk substitutes 
on the market. Most of them are sold 
in the form of calf meals, and with 
proper care many of them will give 
good results. It should be clearly un- 
derstood at the outset that calves 
ratsed on calf meals will not be as fat 
and sleek as those raised on mili. 
They wilt be growthy und healthful, 
however, provided they are given prop- 
er attention. Culf meals can be bought 
from local dealers at varying prices, 


proper fngrediehts can be secured, [n 
many cases the home-mixed calf meals 
are superior to the ones bought on the 
market, and as a rule they are consid- 
erably cheaper. 

According to the University of Mis- 
sourl college of agriculture. a. calf 
meal, {n order to give success, should 
be made up of ingredients that are eas- 
ily digested and that are not too ex- 
pensive. A few of the most commonls 
used) materials are: Fine cornmeal, 
Hour middiings, wheat flour (poor 
grade), ground rice, oat flakes, barley 
malt, coconut meai, linseed meal, flax. 
seed weal, cottonseed meal, blood 
flour, blood meal, and dried skim milk 
orsikm milk powder. Skim milk pow. 
der Is not absolutely essential and It 


Feeding Calves In Home-Made Stanch- 


ions—This Method insures 
Calf His Share of the Feed.

Js rather expensiye, but many of the 
calf meals that have given the best 
results have contained considerable 
amounts of it. 


The cost of calf meal is variable. At 
present, it may be bought. ready 
mixed, at prices ranging from $4 to $16 
& hundred pounds, The average retxil 
price is approximately $3. Io large 
quantities the meal muy usually be 
bought at a considerably lower price. 
There is nothing to indicate that the 
highest-priced meals sre superior to 
some of the more- moderately priced 
ones. 

One bome-mixed calf meai, known as 
the Purdue Mixture, which has given 
good results, Is composed of equal 

parts by weight of hominy feed, Nnseed 
[ weal, red dog flour and dried blood. 
Kuch of these canstituents can be 
bought at a reasonahte price and mixed 
at home. Another mixture used with 
success at the Indiana experiment sta- 
tion consists of eight parts corument!, 
three parts dried blood and one part 
otkneal. Still another inixture that has 
been recommended is one made up of 
44 pounds ground ont flakes. 20 pounds 
ground flaxseed meal, 10 pounds four 
middlings. 220 pounds fine cornmeal, 
and 3 potinds blood fleur, 


Many other mixtures can be used 
that will give good results provided: 
(1) the proper nutrients are present, 
(2) the feeds sre of a nature to pra- 
mote good physiological condition. and 
(3) the nutrients are present in aa 
easily digestible form. 


FEEDING TO FULL CAPACITY 


Adjust Grain Ration of Cow to Milk 
Production and Give Af! Rough- 
age She Will Eat. 

Economical feeding demands that 
the cows be fed to full capacity. To 
do this and to have the best effect on 
the Individual cow requires ao ther- 
ough knowledge of feeds and of cows. 

Under most cireumstances the cow 
should be fed. all the roughage that 
she will ent up clean, adjusting the 
grain ration to the milk production, 
Only when the cow tends to became 
overfar shonid the quautity of rough: 
age be restricted, 

A grain mixture shonld be fed io 
the proportion of one pound to ench 
three pints or pound of milk pro 
duced daily by the cow, except tn case 
of n caw producing a flow of 40 pounds 
or nore, when the ration ean be ane 
pound to each three and a half or four 
pounds of milk, An even better rule 
is one pound of grain each day for 
every pound of butterfat produced 
during the week by the cow. 


Give Cow Good Rest. 

In order to get a good start when 
she freshens. a cow should have siz 
weeks’ rest prior to the new lactation 
period,

FIRST UNITED STATES COINS: 


“Fuglos,” Made of Copper, Were the 
Earliest Issued by Direct Au- 
thority of Congress. 


The “fugios” were the earliest coins 


‘issued by the authority of the United 


States, and were of copper. It was ip 
April, 1787, that the congress of th 
United States authorized the board of 
treasury to contract for 300 tons of 
copper coin of the federal standard 
“agreeably to the proposition of Mr, 
| James Jarvis, provided that the prem. 
um to be allowed to the United States 
on the account of the copper contracted 
for be not less than 15 per cent,” and 
that “it be coined at the expense of 
the contractor, but under the tmspec 
tion of an officer appointed and paid 
by the United States,” 

‘It is presumed that this copper coin 
contract was made as directed for. on 
Friday, July 6, 1787, the congresa 
adopted this resolution: “That the 
bonrd of treasury direct the contractor 
for the copper coinage to stamp on 
one side of each piece the following 
device, viz.: Thirteen circles linked 
together and a small circle {n the mid- 
dle with the words ‘United States’ 
around it, and in the center the words, 
‘We are one.’ On the other side of 
the same piece the following device, 
viz.: A dial with the hours expressed 
on the face of tt, a meridian sun above, 
on one side of which is to be the word 
‘Fugio’ and on the other side the date 
‘1787’; below the dial the words, ‘Mind 
your,own business.’ ”

While the consumer is rejoicing 
over the many signs of a general re- 
cession in prices it will be well for 


{him to remember that in nearly all 


lines retail dealers are now ma tick- 
lish position. 

It is an easy matter for a Henry 
Ford who controls both raw material 
and finished product to send a tele- 
gram to all the agencies handling his 
output to reduce prices offhand, but 
the retail merchant is in a very dif- 
ferent situation. He has to con- 
stantly maintain a stock of goods to 
meet the day by day wants of his 
cust§mers and so hig shelves are fill- 
ed with articles necessarily purchased 
when all costs where at their peak, 
In many lines orders had to be plac- 
ed months in advance. He cannot 
drop prices abruptly to coincide with 
manufacturing cuts without dropping 
into bankruptey. 

The automobile owner who discov- 
ers that the resale price of his car 
has been reduced a quarter or a 
third between noon and night can 
comfort himself with the thought 
that his bus is just as valuable to 
him for service ag ever but the re- 
tail merchant has no such consola- 
tion. He must sell and at a margin 
that will enable him to continue in 
business ag well as buy new stock 
at lowering prices. 

There seems no doubt that the gen- 
eral re-adjustment proceas is now 
under way. But the way to help it

OLD GENTLEMEN MURDERED 
AND ROBBED OF MONEY 
AT WOLVERINE, 


Harry Leffler, an aged gentleman 
was murdered at his home in Wolver- 
ine, Thursday night, September 30, 
and Paul Harker an ex-service man, 
and whose home is in Wolverine is 
in the Cheboygan county jail held in 
connection with the murder of the 
old man. 

Mr. Leffier had drawn $300 from 
the Wolverine bank on the day the 
crime was committed. He had been 
missing by his friends fur a couple 
of days, and a man of that villaze, 
whom Mr. Lefer had promised to du 
some work for, was at a loss to know 
why he did not show, up and set out 
to find him. On going to the barn 
near his home a pile of hay was no- 
ticed in one corner and on turning it 
over they came across the lifeless 
form of the old man and the object 
of their search, 

He presented a terrible pattered 
and bruised aspect, and it was evi- 
dent that he had been struck over 
both the right and left temples with 
some instrument sufficiently hard 
enough to crush his skull. There 
were other bruises and contusiuns of 
his face and head and marks on his 
throat indicated that he had been 
choked. 

Further search about the premise 
lead the parties to believe the life 
and death struggle had occurred out- 
side the barn, as there was evidence 
of a struggle where some lilac bush- 
es had been trampled down and from 
marks on the murdered man’s face, it 
is evident he fell face forward into 
these bushes and then his lifeless re- 
mains dragged into the barn.
